It would be a work of superoragation for us to "rise and explain.” The gentle­ 
man’s letter is a true index of what he and the combination would effect, had they the 
power, and this move of the Clique is a perfect Clock Face, with dexters indicating 
what the price of Dry Goods would be had they the control of the inside running.

THE SPRAGUE CASE. 


THE GOVERNOR COMMUTES THE SEN­ 
TENCE TO IMPRISONMENT FOR LIFE. 


tiltil September 1st we shall contiuue to close our 
Stores at 7 o’clock P. SI., Saturdays] (aud Pay-Days at 
the Railroad Shops excepted. 


The hearing before Governor Perkins of 
the application of P. A. Sprague lor pardon 
was resumed at 9:20 a . m. yesterday. The 
arguments of counsel occupied until 3 r. m„ 
with no intermission. 
Attorney-General 
Hart spoke until 11:40 a . m., and Mr. Hay- 
mond from that time until 3 o'clock. 
Mr. H art spoke first, resuming his argu­ 
ment at the point where it had been suspend­ 
ed the evening before. He referred again to 
the remarkable fact that Sprague on the 
Btand had admitted he had had a conversa­ 
tion with Austin Brown as to the proposed 
killing of More. 
He read from the 
testimony to show it. Sprague said More 
was going to sue the settlers and get them 
out, and Brown said he could not do it, and 
then asked Sprague if it would not be a good 
idea to string np his carcass to a tree. Sprague 
says he replied it would not do ; that when 
men go to law the way is to fight 'em with 
law, beside the men who would do it would 
be almost certain to be caught. Now this 
was sworn to by Sprague himself, but is 
never revealed by him until Brown turns and 
testifies against Sprague, and then the latter 
says it was Brown aud not he who wanted to 
kill More. It does appear that Sprague and 
Brown then did talk of the killing of More. 
Heconcedes it—shows it to have been a matter 
of thought. 
The only difference between 
Brown and he is that Brown first tells of it. 
That is a point conclusive of the case, and 
shows the prosecution to have taken the right 
criminals into custody. 
Bl'T MU. AKEBS’ TESTIMONY 
Is essential Jones claimed that he and 
Corlee had been at Pule canyon all the night 
of the murder. But Mr. Akers swears he 
met Jones and Curlee on horseback that 
night near More s house, with gu us on their 
shoulders and sacks in their hands, and Akers 
is unimpeached. Proof of proposed plans 
prefatory to a murder are always preven true 
uu statement when the sequel of events 
shows the alleged plans were substan­ 
tially followed out. But the record shows 
that More was not the bad man the assassins 
claimed. The record shows that long prior 
to the killing of More, Sprague tried to mur­ 
der him, and Sprague's own testimony shows 
this and establishes the deep plan to kill 
More. Mr. Stokes testifies to his being with 
More one day examining a ditch, when they 
met Sprague, and the the latter drew up his 
gun and threatened to shoot More if he ad­ 
vanced along the ditch. More replied, “ Oh 
no, you won't shoot,” and went up to Sprague 
and turned the gun aside by the muzzle, aud 
shot off one of the barrels and then took the 
gun from Sprague and tried to discharge 
the other barrel. In the struggle for the 
gun the stock was broken. Then Sprague 
went behind some bushes, and Stokes and 
More walked away, but witness saw Sprague 
from behind the bushes pointing a pistol at 
More, and he was swearing he would kill 
him. More turned to walk back toward him, 
but a Mr. Robinson came up and interfered, 
and warned Sprague not to shoot. All these 
things show that Sprague hed the disposition 
to do what he says he hold Brown he would 
not do. Here was a previous attempt to kill. 
More took the gun and fired it in the air. He 
might have killed Sprague if he chose, but he 
only took away the gun and tired it in 
the air, though Sprague had tried to and 
threatened to take his fife. 
In most 
cases the previous attempt and threat 
would be damningly sufficient to fix 
the subsequent 
killing on the man 
who made the threat and previous attempt. 
But why go over all these grounds? The 
twelve jurors had all the facts before them. 
They judged of the facts and the witnesses, 
and yet the Governor is asked to review the 
facte. The Governor is not responsible for 
the verdict of the jury. The jurors alone are 
responsible for it, and they do not recede 
from that responsibility. What, then, are 
we to do ? Why, to look into the record and 
see if anything is shown there why the ver­ 
dict shall be set aside ; or has there been 
evidence brought to light on which the jury 
did not pass. Where-is that new evidence ? 
Has there been a single line of it? Has the 
defense brought a single new fact to the con­ 
sideration of the Governor ? No ! Then the 
duty of the Governor is plain—to refuse to 
set asidé the verdict of the jury, sworn to try 
the cause truly and well and upon the testi­ 
mony before it. 
THE BOOM AT BROWN’S HOTEL. 
He had been informed that Hall, the de­ 
tective, had been threatened as a joke ; if so, 
the prosecution wanted no advantage taken 
by' his affidavit ; it wanted no advantage by 
a false or mistaken view of a detective. He 
then presented the affidavit of W. T. Will­ 
iams, an attorney for the prosecution ever 
since the arrest of McCart, and who was attor­ 
ney for a part of the settlers against More 
in the land litigations. McUart was re­ 
leased by the magistrate, and the Grand Jury 
refused to iudict. Soon after his arrest, 
Jones signified his willingness to tell and 
confess the whole plot, Akers having 
told of Jones and Curlee being 
seen 
near 
More’s 
that night. Affiant told 
Jones his privileges and the law relative to 
the State's witness, and Jones went before a 
magistrate and told the whole story freely. 
He was removed to the Santa Barbara jail 
for better quarters, and to avoid being kept in 
a cell with his co-defendants. Jones testified 
on the trial freely and of his own will, and 
waa discharged, being used as a State’s wit­ 
ness. Jones of his own consent was placed 
in charge of an old friend and associate for 
his own protection, and to prevent his being 
played upon. After the adjournment of the 
Court, Jones applied for aid ; he wanted to 
go to his father’s, wanted financial aid. A. 
P. More refused to aid him with a cent, and 
told him if he broke faith with the State 
he’d see him, G—d d—m him. punished for 
perjury. Affiant told Jones the Mores 
would not aid him, and affiant advised Jones 
to go to Santa Barbara, and told him he be­ 
lieved he was in danger to live there longer. 
Jones 
one 
night 
met 
affiant 
and 
told him 
that 
Mr. Brooks, one of 
the attorneys for the defendant, had 
told him he wanted 
to 
talk with 
him. Affiant became suspicious and got a 
man to watch Jones, and he was seen talking 
to IV. W. Allen, for the defense, and he was 
seen to go to Allen’s room, in Brown’s 
Hotel. Affiant alarmed friends of the pros­ 
ecution, and he went then to Allen’s room 
and knocked and told those inside that Jones 
was in that room, and he wanted to see him. 
Those inside denied he was there. Affiant 
insisted that J ones was there; then a voice 
replied to a question of affiant, “ Well, Bill, 
we don’t want you in here now.” Affiant 
8ET A WATCH ON THE ROOM, 
And himself watched from Hill’s room. 
Finally Brooks and Fay, for defense, entered 
the room, pistols, beer and cigars were sent 
up to the room, anl Brown, the landlord, 
tried to get affiant to leave the building. Pres­ 
ently Creed Haymond entered the room and 
after a time came out, and affiant asked him 
where Jones was, and Haymond replied he 
wasn’t the keeper of the d—d s—n of a b—h. 
Subsequently affiant sent a messenger to the 
room to ask Jones to come to Ayres’ Hotel 
and see attorneys for the prosecution, and the 
landlord told the messenger to look out, as 
the men in the room were armed, and he’d 
get hurt if he fooled around there. Subse­ 
quently friends of the defense took Jones to 
Santa Paula, and he became reconciled with 
his father-in-law, and lived again with his 
wife, and became the friend and associate of 
all the assassins and their sympathizers. 
WITH THE STATE’S WITNESS. 
Governor Perkins—Is not this neutralized 
by the fact that the prosecution took Jones 
from the jail and talked with him ? 
Mr. Hart—By no means. It is often done. 
All the Sheriffs ask prisoners if they are 
guilty. If force was used on .Tones it would 
be easy to show it by the Sheriff. Prose­ 
cuting attorneys always counsel with prison­ 
ers turning State’s evidence. It was done 
over and over again day in and out in the 
Troy Dye cases. It is right and proper and 
raises no presumption of force or duress 
used. The attorneys for the people must 
talk with the State’s witness and always do 
eo and should do so before agreeing to accept 
the statements and extend to the prisoner the 
privilege of a State’s witness. He then read 
the affidavit of Mrs. Hill as to Jones being in 
room 22 at Brown’s Hotel. She saw Jones 
in there standing in a closet door. She heard 
Brown go to the door and say to the in­ 
mates, “ Don't shoot, it is me.” She heard 
Williams go to the door and demand to see 
Jones. She heard the refusal. She heard 
the remark of Haymond. She heard Brown’s 
warning to the messenger of Williams. She 
saw a pistol thrust out of the door once. She 
believed the attorneys for Sprague were then 
tampering with Jones, and believes his re­ 
cantation was the result of that right's con­ 
ference. He read the affidavit of Mrs. 
Thomas Rice substantiating tho facts stated 
by Mrs. Hill. He read the affidavit of 
J. G. Hill that Jones was in room 22, 


Brown’s Hotel,"San Buenaventura, as before 
related, one night with J. I). Fay, when 
t *?, ^-aytnond went into the room. 
1 he landlord. Brown, took up cards and 
whisky. V illiams went to the room and was 
refused admission. He heard Hayuiond’s re­ 
mark to Williams. The landlord told Hill to 
kt*ej> hia (Hille) door «hut so a* not to seti 
into room 22 when the door opened. Hill 
refused to do it. Blown said the men in 
S. were armed, and some harm might be 
done. The attorneys in the room when they 
came out were intoxicated. Between 3 and 
4 iu the morning Jones was taken bv sym­ 
pathizers with the assassins to Santa Paula. 
Affiant believed, and does yet, that the attor­ 
neys for defense were tampering with Jones. 
F. A. Rice’s affidavit was read, substantiat­ 
ing a part of the saiue facts before related. 
THE “ SIGNAL” ARTICLE. 
Mr. Hart then reviewed the argument as 
to'the article in the Ventura Siyiial and its 
being the basis of Jones’ and Hickerson's 
statements, and argued that the article was 
drawn from facta stated by F’erguson, aud 
contained nothing more than any one could 
have known who inquired into the facts and 
talked with the witnesses, and is but a proof 
that they told substantially the same story 
uniformly ot all the main and material 
facts. He declared that there was nothing 
to shake the truth of Jones' first testimony 
against Sprague. A witness like Jones may­ 
be believed in one thing and disbelieved in 
another where the circumstances corroborate 
the one statement. Unfortunately Jones 
told the truth. Is it true More was mur­ 
dered ? Jones says so. Was Jones one of the 
assassins? Jones says so, and Mr. Akers 
saw him near there armed, and Jones refused 
to reply to Akers and hid his face and 
changed his course. Is it true the barn was 
burned? Jones tells how it was done, ami 
the circumstances all corroborate his story of 
the killing. Where is the evidence to show 
that Jones lied? He confesses, says he was 
there, tells of the killing in all its details and 
just as established by other testimony. Now 
is it true that he told the truth as to Sprague 
being there and being the leader ? Shall it 
be believed that he was there, and not 
Sprague ? Did the jury believe Jones was 
there ; that Sprague was there ? Was it not 
proven Sprague said he would be there, and 
that Jones would he there, and were not the 
tracks of the assassins traced to near 
Sprague’s house? Why should Jones have 
confessed if it was not true ? A confession is 
a terrible thing ; it is 
NEXT TO THE CRIME 
In its awfulness. It fixes the stigma for­ 
ever on a man. Here was a man with 
father and friends, and a young wife, a man 
withal to save and the name of a wife and 
father to shield from shame—yet he is 
moved to confess and does. Who believes 
lie wonld have done so if it had not been 
the truth. But Jones did tell the truth, 
for he is corroborated by the story of Uick- 
erson, breathed with his dying breath. 
With the grave open before him, Hiekerson, 
passing away from all worldly things, con­ 
vinced of his approaching end, under the 
double solemnity of his last hours and the 
awful oath of the law, calling on the God in 
whose fear he had been raised to witness his 
truth—the God his religion taught him he 
must, in a brief hour or two, meet and answer 
to for all the deeds done in the body, with 
life gone and no revenges to gratify, 
with wife and family weeping at his bedside, 
with the officer of the law warning him of 
the oath of the law to tell the truth and 
nothing but the truth—Hiekerson proceeded 
to tell the story of Sprague as related to him, 
and the awful threat to bind him to secrecy. 
Who living shall now dare to say that this 
dying man, a professing Christian, a man of 
upright life, this man under the double oath 
of life and death, lied when he told of the 
conspiracy to murder More, and which all 
the facts shows was carried out according to 
the plan*. 
But Jones changed ; he fell into the hands 
of the defense, lie was taken to room 22; 
he was rent off in the dead of night; he 
whispered to Curlee corti 'entially as he left. 
W hj ? W lij ? Why was lie in that room ? 
Why ihe whisky, the beer, the cards? Why 
the pistols in room 22, with the attorneys 
for the defense and the State’s w itness over 
whom the State’s clemency had !<een «xtend- 
ed? Why did lie recant? Why he swore 
the other way just as he would had he not 
confessed iu the first place. That was the 
natural way—to deny, c o n f e s s io n is the un­ 
usual way. 
- 
CONCLUDING FOR THE STATE. 
A discussion here arose as to tho value of 
the property sold by the witness Brown be­ 
fore he left Ventura, and Mr. Williams ex­ 
plained that the property was worth all 
Brown got for it, to w it: a lot worth 81,700 
even to-day, and Mr. Brooks denied the 
statement that the lot will B ell for §1,700 to­ 
day. Mr. Williams replied that the jury re­ 
viewed all that cpiestion and passed upon it. 
Mr. H art then addressed himself to the 
matter of Judge Temple’s opinion as to Judge 
Fawcett’s proceedings, and claimed Judge 
Temple sustained the prosecution ; that the 
bill of exceptions never was before Judge 
Temple ; that he never made a certificate as 
stated ; that what he did do was to refuse to 
certify and to advise the Supreme Court as 
to what it ought to do. While matters con­ 
cerning the ca»e were being heard bef ire 
Judge Temple, Mr. Haymond suggested that 
he might bring an action to set aside the 
judgment against Sprague on the ground of 
perjury and fraud, and it was then that 
Judge Temple replied, “ No, if there is any 
such fraud, if what you say is so, your resort 
is to the Governor, who is the true Chancellor 
in the case.” But Judge Temple never meant 
by that that the Governor was vested with 
equity and judicial powers. Mr. H art was 
willing to submit the cise on that proposi­ 
tion, and leave it to the decision of Judge 
Temple on a dispatch. 
Mr. Haymond was willing to accept that. 
The Governor said it made no difference. 
He could not divide his responsibility with 
any one. He must satisfy his own conscience. 
No one respected the Attorney General and 
his opinion more than he, but he could not 
divide the responsibility with him or with the 
Supreme Court or counsel. Y’et if Judge 
Temple agreed he had the right to review 
Judge Fawcett’s acts, it would be an opinion 
for him to respect. 
. 
Mr. H art said all Judge Temple said was 
in a conversation between Mr, Haymond, 
himself and the speaker, and was not given 
as an opinion, nor did he ever intend it to be 
understood that he believed the Governor to 
be in fact a Chancellor in this case, nor did he 
find or rule on errors committed by Judge 
Fawcett. 
PERSONAL. 
Governor Perkins—Why is the pardoning 
power given the Governor ? 
Mr. Hart—Not to review the Courts, not 
to pass on legal questions, but to extend 
executive clemency where in the conscience 
of the Governor he shall deem it to be right, 
and of that he alone must be the judge. Mr. 
H art concluded with a personal explanation 
relative to a dispatch published during the 
proceedings, and which he had characterized 
as untrue through misapprehension of the 
facts, but while correcting bimself in that 
respect he still held the dispatch to be incor­ 
rect.Governor Perkins asked Mr. Hart, after 
warmly complimenting him on his presenta­ 
tion of the case, if he thought his position 
representing the prosecution affected his 
views ? 
Mr. Hart—No, sir. 
Governor Perkins—Do you think, if sitting 
as a juror or as a Judge, with the same facta 
before you, your views would be the same ? 
Mr. H art—Exactly. I formed my opinion 
after a study of the case before any hearing 
like the present waa dreamed of. All the 
habits of his mind and fife tended to make 
him merciful. Most of his criminal practice 
had been in defending prisoners. He disliked 
to prosecute, and refused to run for the office 
of District Attorney, not as was supposed 
because he could make more at other practice, 
but because he disliked to prosecute and 
alwayB preferred to defend. 
His record 
would show that only last week he consented 
t-o five or six judgments in criminal cases 
being set aside, because be was convinced of 
errors on the part of the District Attorneys 
in the cases. Ha had on entering his office 
resolved that he would not stand up in the 
Supreme Court to sustain any judgment 
where there was any act of the District A t­ 
torney or Court which had in his judgment 
heen wrong and prevented the prisoner en­ 
joying any substantial right. 
REBUTTAL. 
Mr. Haymond, in rebuttal, asked Mr. Will­ 
iams certain questions, in reply to which 
Mr. Williams said he knew from outside 
parties that there was a misunderstanding 
between counsel for defense, but be didn’t 
know on what points. 
Mr. Fay was drink­ 
ing heavily at the time ol the trials. Mr. 
Haymond was on good terms with ail the 
officers of the Court. , A* to the occurrence 
at Brown’s Hotel, Mr. Williams said Mr. 
Haymond was only in room 22 a moment or 
two—no considerable length of time. He 
had in his affidavit stated the language of 
Mr. H '.ymond relative to Jones. Jones had. 
before that night been out to Santa Paula ' 
and the Sespe, and after his retara he j 
noticed Jones’ manner to him was changad. ¡ 
Ha did think Mr. Haymond was a lit tía 


elated that night, but his impression might 
be had from the fact of whisky being taken 
to the room. After that conference that 
night he thought Jones chanced. True, he 
testified again after that in the Churchill 
case, but not so strongly as when he 
originally testified. Mr. Haymond was in 
the room but once, and appeared very indig­ 
nant about the matter. Mr. Hill has beeu 
impressed with the guilt of Sprague all the 
time. 
A WITNESS. 
Mr. Brooks was sworn, and testified that 
Mr. Bledsoe that night roused him from his 
bed and said a mob at Brown's Hotel was 
trying to hang Jonee ; that was the idea ; 
that Fav was drunk, and he was afraid he 
would kill Mr. William*. He got up and 
went to the hotel, saw Mr. Williams and 
Mr. More in a room openiug off of the ball, 
aud Mr. Hill in another doorway. He went 
to the door of “ 22,” and Mr. Fay came to 
the door with a pistol. Kay said several 
men had been there, aud they’d have to kill 
some one yet. He told Fay it was disgrace­ 
ful. He saw Joneu there with a pistol in his 
hand. Fay was excited ; he said Williams 
had a watch on the roof of the house, and had 
a mob to kill Jones. Alleu was in the room. 
Jon*s said More had said he’d kill him. 
>V hile there Brown, the landlord, came in, 
much excited. Finally it was resolved Jones 
should leave, and avoid trouble, and he 
(Brook#) walked with him out of the house. 
J ones was afraid to go. Witness knew at the 
rime that Jones had made an affidavit recant­ 
ing. Subsequently, Judge Fawcett, of his 
own motion, took up the matter, examined 
into it, and from the bench certified that 
Brooks’ action in the matter was free from 
blame, and was creditable, and that no undue 
influence had been brought to bear upon 
Jones by the attorneys for the defense, 
THE CLOHINO ARGUMENT. 
Mr. Haymond then began the closing argu 
ment. He held that all judicial power is not 
confined to the judiciary ; other branches of 
the Government exercise judicial and legisla­ 
tive ¡lowers, than the Courts or the Legisla­ 
ture. The Boards of Supervisors aud Equal­ 
ization aro example*. Ihe people, assembled 
in the legislature, have the power to o¡>en 
every prison door and declare a jubilee. 
That is the power to pardon iu its broadest 
sense. The Almighty pardons those who 
have repented, anil three who hare not, for 
in the blood of His Non their tins were 
washed away. The pardoning power is vested 
by the people in the Governor in all the 
breadth and extent where the people possess 
it themselves. The history of England is 
full of instances of pardons granted for pre­ 
vious services rendered the State, and the 
records of commutations are on file in the 
archives of California, extended to criminals 
then at San Quentin for gallant services ren­ 
dered at the time of the fire in the prison. 
Their crimes were wiped out by tin lr acts. 
Snpjiose the greatest of criminals should 
escape, and the State he placed in peril at 
the feet of an invading foe, and this man 
should rise from his concealment, and rally 
the men of his country and purge the land of 
the advancing foes, who will say that the 
Executive shall not rise up and say this is 
atonement, and your crime is wiped out? It 
is said the question is, is Sprague 
innocent? 
Yet 
last 
Friday 
morning 
the Attorney-General «aid in the R e c o r d - 
U n io n if there was a reasonable doubt about 
Sprague’s guilt he should not be hanged. It 
has lieen boldly proclaimed through the press 
that the Governor should pay no atteution 
to these petitions—the petitions of the peo­ 
ple, whose worthy servant the Governor is, 
who has taken an oath that no man in Cali­ 
fornia shall be deprived of fife without due 
process of law if the Executive arm can pre­ 
vent it. Our Government rests cn the con­ 
sent of the governed and for the benefit < f 
the governed, and if all the people in 'vo 
land should petition for the pardon of tins 
man it would be the duty of the Governor 
to pardon him whether he believed him inno­ 
cent or not. Yet we are told by a partisan 
press, at the bidding of the big landowner’s 
of this State, that the Governor should 
DISREGARD THESE PETITIONS. 
Why all over the State there is an uprising 
of the people, and all the press but three are 
calling on the people to hold public meetings 
and protest againBt the execution of Sprague. 
To quiet society, and in behalf of the good 
order of society, the Executive ought to in­ 
terfere by reprieve or commutation whenever 
it is evident that the very objtct and end of 
an execution is not to be attained by its being 
carried out, and this he declared to he the 
fact in this case under the present condition 
of the public mind. He held that the Gov­ 
ernor does exercise equity powers iu granting 
a pardon, for it will not do to say a man must 
go to the scaffold whilo it is admitted 
that there 
was wrong in the convic­ 
tion and in the process of seeming it. 
There must be some power to inquire into 
these great questions, and that consideration 
being presented to Judge Temple, he replied 
that these are matters that cannot be reviewed 
by the Courts. “ It has been said by one 
paper tll:,t 1 have made an infamous attack 
on Judge Fsweett. Tue Attorney-General 
says I have said things in the heat of debate 
I did not mean. I say that I uttered only 
the truth. To have remained silent would 
have been treason to the living. I said what 
I did, knowing it to be the truth.” lie said 
he did not know at the time he was before 
Judge Fawcett of his infamous conduct, and 
that was why he did not then denounce it. 
He declared Fawcett's conduct to be the 
greatest infamy staining the page of history ; 
and never, never, never, in the history of any 
country such infamous conduct. Are we si­ 
lent as to the crimes of a Jeffreys? Judas 
Iscariot hail the decency to go out and hang 
himself, but this fellow had the impudence to 
live until the God of Heaven removed him. 
He had met these charges by newspapers be­ 
fore, and knew how to face them, lie should 
face them, and never recede from his denun­ 
ciations of Fawcett, and still plead for the 
defendant against the gang that asks him to 
be hanged, that no more 
GRASPING LANDLORDS 
May be killed. 
Mr. Williams—Do you justify Mr. Sprague 
in hi3 murder of More ? 
Mr. Haymond—No, sir ; he is innocent 
Mr. Williams—Do you justify the assas­ 
sins?Mr. Ilaymond—No. I will stand up and 
plead to the last breath against the assassin 
of the homes of the tiilers of the soil. 
Mr. Blanchard—Is there any evidence that 
Mr. More ever invaded anybody’s home ? 
Mr. Haymond—I know of what I speak. 
I know that it is Creed Haymond they want, 
as well as Sprague ; and the cowardly dogs 
speak their spite behind my back ; but I fear 
them not. They say he had feeling. Aye ! 
and who would not, against the acts of an in­ 
famous and corrupt Judge ? And the story 
of that feeling shall go abroad throughout the 
land and be a patent of nobility for him for 
fife. He declared that never in history before 
was a record made of a -Judge driving from 
the knees of the prisoner on trial for his life 
his clinging children, or forcing his wife from 
her place at his side. Judge Temple had said 
in this case he could not conceive of any casa 
where the Court would refuse to settle a bill 
of exceptions in a criminal case, and Judge 
Denson says in scarcely any criminal case 
ever before him was a bül settled within the 
legal time. 
WA8 THERE A QUARREL ? 
Governor Perkins—It is said that when you 
arrived at Ventura you became convinced 
of Sprague’s guilt, and your only hope was 
to get up a quarrel with the Judge. 
Mr. Haymond was glad that had been 
brought up. His policy in all criminal trials 
was, in the interest of his client, to submit to 
any indignity rather than prejudice his case. 
He stood indignities in this case until the 
people began to say he was a coward. He 
had no word with the Judge, though things 
were done and said by the Judge till his 
blood boiled, and his associate counsel. Fay, 
rushed from the Court room unable to re­ 
strain himself, but he looked on his client 
and the women and children tugging at his 
skirts and thanked God he had the courage 
to submit to insult. He had no quarrel 
with the Judge, but at the last Fawcett 
put insult directly upon him and attacked 
him. simply because he stood up for the laws 
and the rights of men. He stood in the 
Capitol halls and told Fawcett to fcis face, 
in presence, of witnesses of his infamy, and 
he took it like the coward he was. Talk of 
the More murder, what is it compared to 
the crime of that man ? He forgot, when he 
certified my time had expired, his telegram 
to me from San Bernardino, acknowledging 
his contract with me, and he lied out of it 
to hang Sprague. 
“ Had Fawcett lived I 
intended to walk into the Legislature with 
this bill of exceptions in my hand, and 
charge him with his high crimes at the bar 
of the people.” He declared that tie 
Judges of this State would cerriiy to his 
conduct as a lawyer at the bar of th e Courts 
of the State. He denied vehemently the story 
that he s .tight a quarrel with L w cett to 
work S p rag u e’s re.’ease, cr iter Ieliet.il in 
Smature s guilt, ilo colled < “ «very law­ 
yer and Judge to hear witness to his conduct 
„ ]awjer. Ho was on go d terms with 
every Judge and lawyer 
only the Attorney-G«u*i 
i .

W e will tell our contemporary. We shall 
show to this community the utter incon­ 
sistency of its position, and shall make it 
clear that it is not possible for a journal 
which holds such heretical and preposter­ 
ous doctrines on the currency and national 
iiuance to be in accord with the Republi­ 
can party. We shall make it clear that 
the Bee is at this moment in no sense a 
Republican journal. That it is in fact sup­ 
porting Weaver for the I’residency, and 
Glascock, the Democrat, for Congress in 
the Second 1 '¡strict. Wc shall show that 
no paper which advocates repudiation and 
nullitication, which proposes to cheat the 
public creditors, to rob the pensioners of 
the nation, to cut down the value of the 
poor man’s wages, to revive the abomina­ 
ble old State Bank system, to drive 
gold out of the country, to destroy the 
public credit, and to bring anarchy and ruin 
upon our commerce and finance, is or can 
be Republican in principle, or friendly to 
Republican doctrines.

As one 
of the deck-hands who saw him go over 
testified that he was swimming strongly as 
long a3 he could follow his movements, the 
theory of suicide did not obtain much 
credence. The police kept on the watch, 
and now they have been rewarded for their 
vigilance by capturing the sharp swindler 
in his hiding-place. The idea of simulating 
death to evade the law or to get rid of a 
bad reputation is by no means a new one. 
It has been tried often by rogues of vari­ 
ous degrees, but somehow it very seldom 
seems to work well. A live man leaves 
many traces behind him, whether he will 
or no, and he finds it very difficult to de­ 
stroy his identity. It is to be hoped that 
I)r. Buchanan will be sent to the peni­ 
tentiary, there to serve as a warning to 
quacks for the future, against the dangers 
of manufacturing licenses to commit mur­ 
der and calling them medical diplomas. 
THE CREW OF THE MATHILDE. 
The. schooner Freda, dispatched by the 
Government in search cf the missing mem­ 
ber* of the shipwrecked crew of the Ma- 
thilde, has returned to San Francisco from 
the Socorro Islands, but without having dis­ 
covered any traces of the castaways. She 
made several landings, but could find no 
evidence that anyone had been there. The 
l.ai.cashirc \\ itch, which was sent down 
by her owner, Sir Thomas Hesketh, on the 
same humane mission, has not returned 
from her search, nor did the Freda see or 
hear anything of her. It is now believed 
that she has gone to examine some other 
islands, about sixty miles from the Socorro 
group, and it is surmised thst the crew of 
the captain’s boat must have perished in 
the storm during which the mate's boat 
parted company with and lost sight of 
them. The chances that they made their 
way bo any other islands seems indeed 
very poor, and it is to be ftared that they 
will never be heard of again. Nevertheless 
it is some relief to know that so thorough 
a search has been made for them that if by 
any fortune they had escaped the tempest 
their rescue will be effected. 


The W ashington Chronicle observes'that 
“ in contrasting the present prospects of 
“ the Republican party with what it was 
“ four and eight years ago, there is one 
“ very important element that is lost sight 
“ of—the liberal, or independent, Repub-

“ vote constituted a very annoying, if not

TV hen- 
ever the party lias gone wrong, whenever 
the spoilsmen have acquired undue influ­ 
ence in it councils, whenever there has been 
a disposition to wink at corruption, when­ 
ever in short symptoms of demoralization 
have appeared in the organization, the inde­ 
pendent vote has been withdrawn from the 
nominees of the party, and has gone over 
to the opposition. It is this scrupulous 
and conscientious element which has really 
enforced a higher plane of morals upon the 
party repeatedly, anil which has preserved 
it from that decadence which continued 
power too commonly brings to par­ 
ties. Four and eight years ago the 
liberal vote was cast for the Democratic 
candidates to a great extent. It was this 
vote which so shattered the Republican 
columns throughout the West during the 
closing years of Grant’s second adminis­ 
tration. It was owing to the defection of 
a large part of this vote that the last Pres­ 
idential election was so close. The Demo­ 
crats have flattered themselves with the 
delusion that the vote which helped them 
on those occasions was evidence of the tri­ 
umph of their doctrines. They were never 
more mistaken. Every victory they have 
won since the close of the rebellion they 
have owed to the blunders and faults of 
their opponents. The independent vote is 
not of a character to affiliate permanently 
or through conviction with the Democracy. 
It is only necessary to analyze its constit­ 
uents to make this clear. It is composed 
of men who above all desire good and hon­ 
est and efficient governm ent; who have no 
selfish interest in politics ; who are in­ 
telligent beyond the average, and who 
insist upon pure methods in politics. 
These men were for the most part orig­ 
inal Republicans. Many of them were 
old-line Abolitionists. They were among 
the firmest supporters of the Union during 
the rebellion. They were among the most 
resolute champions of the Constitutional 
Amendments. 
They are all National­ 
ists upon conviction. The principles of the 
Republican party are their principles. Its 
triumphs have been their triumphs. And 
they have only sought to separate them­ 
selves from its errors. Being first of all 
jiatriots, they could not be brought to put 
faction before country’, and therefore when 
it appeared to them that corrupt men were 
controlling the party they had supported, 
they withdrew from that party. Their 
scope of action was limited in the emer­ 
gency. They believed that the only way 
to save the Republican party was to humble 
it, and to do that it was necessary to drive 
it out of power. To that end the inde­ 
pendents ranged themselves temporarily 
under the Democratic colors, and testified 
their disapproval of the scandals which 
were disgracing the administration, by 
voting for the opposition candidates. 
The result was that the Republican party 
appeared to be on the verge of collapse, 
hut the Democrats had neither the sense 
nor the patriotism to make a good use of 
their opportunities, and all they did was to 
render it doubtful whether cveu a bad Re­ 
publican administration was not preferable 
to the best Democratic government attain­ 
able. Thesharp lesson meantimedid the Re­ 
publican party good. The had elements in it 
were forced to the rear, and better ones 
succeeded to the control. 
The ad­ 
ministration of President Hayes has been 
free from scandals, and it has been demon­ 
strated that the reform spirit is not 
dead. 
W ith the collapse of the Grant 
movement at Chicago the mo3t serious 
cause of discord that could have existed, 
was removed, and the nomination of Gen­ 
eral Garfield at once united all elements of 
the party beyond the possibility of further 
disagreement. 
W ith 
that event 
the 
liberal or independent element ceased 
to 
have a 
separate 
existence. 
It 
returned to the bosom of the Repub­ 
lican party in full confidence and content. 
That party is to day more harmonious, and 
stronger, than it hai been before since the 
campaign which resulted in the first elec­ 
tion of Grant. When so united the Re­ 
publican party has always been much more 
than a match for the Democracy, and it 
will be this year. The Democrats have to 
rely altogether upon the elements which 
can always be counted upon to vote the 
Straight ticket, and upon whatever assist­ 
ance can he gained from bulldozing and 
fraudulent counting at the South. No 
liberal votes w ill lie cast for Hancock and 
English. No votes will be cast for them 
which would not have been cast for any 
Democratic candidates. The liberals are 
hack in the arms of their first love, and 
there they w ill stay. There is no motive 
for them to go astray. They have gained 
their point. They intended to nominate a 
third candidate had Grant been the choice 
of

hut 
when Garfield 
was nominated they 
instantly 
abandoned 
their 
separate 
organization, 
and 
made 
it 
known 
that they were completely satisfied. 
The Democrats need not therefore count 
upon any of that kind of votes. The lib­ 
erals have no Democratic proclivities, and 
could not have. They have never yet 
voted a Democratic ticket bccanse they be­ 
lieved in Democratic doctrines, nor have 
they ever ceased to believe in Republican 
principles. The prospect of the Republi­ 
can party this year is better than it has 
ever been, and as the campaign progresses 
this will lie seen more clearly. A larger 
Republican vote will he cast all through 
the country than probably ever before, and 
the Democrats will discover in November 
how mnch they owed in 1S7<> to the sup­ 
port of an elemert which has no real sym­ 
pathy with them, and which has now left 
them, it is to be hoped, finally. 


This refers only to coined money, not to 
the certificates of indebtedness called 
treasury notes.

The R ecorii-Union, as a m atter of course, 
recognizes the right of Congress to coin 
money, but coining money and making 
money are very different things. 
The 
Government has no power or right to 
“ make” money, since money cannot be 
made without first supplying the value it 
represents, and since the Government lias 
no means of obtaining such value without 
takiDg it or borrowing it from the people, 
Congress has no business to issue a paper 
currency. That is our position. It can 
coin as mnch gold and silver as it pleases, 
and so long as the silver is not palmed off 
upon the people for more than it is worth, 
no harm will be done. But Congress can­ 
not be trusted with the control of a paper 
currency, and if it is so trusted the cur­ 
rency will always be subjected to such 
dangers as the Greenbackers and other 
infatuated people represent. A paper cur­ 
rency issued by a Government is in no 
true sense a “ people’s money,’ being the 
most uncertain form of money they can 
possess. Nor are the people in any way 
interested in supporting the foolish, mis­ 
chievous, and ignorant propositions con­ 
cerning finance generally, which our con­ 
temporary advocates.

SPRAGUE’S GUILT AFFIRMED. 
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Governor Perkins yesterday rendered 
his decision in the Sprague case, commut­ 
ing the death sentence to imprisonment 
for life. This is of course an affirmation 
of the guilt of the defendant, which was 
so conclusively established by the evidence 
that it was impossible for the defense to 
shake the demonstration. The position of 
the Governor in this case has been an ex­ 
ceedingly difficult and painful one, and 
considering all the circumstances we are 
of opinion that he conld hardly have 
reached any other decision. The respon­ 
sibility that devolved upon him was the 
heaviest that can ever rest upon the shoul­ 
ders of a conscientious and humane Execu­ 
tive officer. Though convinced of the 
guilt of the defendant, as every unbiased 
and clear-headed student of the case must 
be, he was compelled to face the most 
powerful pressure that could he brought 
to bear upon his judgment in the interest 
of an undeserved clemency, and at the 
same time he was called upon to determine 
a question of life and death, under the 
consciousness which must ever he present 
to a sensitive mind at such a juncture, 
that even in the strongest human 
testimony there will always be the 
possibility 
of 
fallibility'. 
He could 
not accede to the prayer of his petitioners, 
and pardon Sprague. 
To have done 
this would have been to undermine the 
very foundations of justice throughout 
the State, and to have emboldened 
the lawless crew who look Upon the 
shedding of human blood as a venial of­ 
fense. But, on the other hand, to have re­ 
fused to stay the execution of the death 
sentence would have been to accept what­ 
ever responsibility might attach to the de­ 
liberate launching of a fellow being into 
eternity'. Thenceforward Governor Per­ 
kins, and no other man, would have had to 
carry the burden of all possible develop­ 
ments in the case. T hat the Governor 
should have sought to relieve himself from 
this weight of responsibility was natural, 
nor does it detract in any way from his 
conscientiousness or 
devotion to his 
duty as he sees it. He has chosen 
a course which at once proves 
his 
conviction of 
the guilt of Sprague 
to be unalterable, yet spares the life of the 
convict. The sentence of imprisonment 
for life is a full penalty for the crime of 
murder in the first degree. To many it 
may appear even a more severe doom than 
that of death. But there is no ground for 
question as to the justice of the punish­ 
ment. It must be realized clearly' that the 
strongest incentive to insistancc upon capi­ 
tal punishment in the past has consisted 
in the tendency to make lighter sentences 
mere pretenses of administering justice, by 
granting pardons to those who had been 
deservedly' doomed to life imprisonment. 
The repetition of such displays of weck- 
uess has compelled the defenders of law 
and order to demand the sternest methods 
in dealing with murderers.

General Garfield 
said: 
This is a family gathering, a military family, for 
in war a regiment is to the army what á family is to 
the whole civilized community. (Here a [«ortion of 
the platform fell.] A military reunion w ithout some 
exe.tement and some accident would be altogether 
too monotonous and tame to be interesting, 
and 
in 
this good • natured audience 
we 
can 
have a good 
many 
accidents like 
that and keep quiet anil be happy. I said this is a 
family reunion, au assnnhiv of the old Fbrty-seeond 
military family, and it is well for us to meet here. 
Nineteen years ago I met a crowd of earnest citizeus 
in the Cuurt-room above etairs. Your bell was rung 
in tlie town. Your people came out. The teacher 
of ycur school w-as among them. The boys of the 
school were there, and after we had talked together 
a little while about our country and its 'imperiled 
flag the teacher of the school i-ffei el himself to his 
country, and twenty of his boys with him. They 
never went back into the school house again ; but 
iu the dark days of November, lstil, they 
and enough of Ashland county boys to make 100, 
went down with me to Columbus to join .Uiuth-r 
100 that had gone before them from Ashland coun­ 
ty.

The 
party did not reach this river as soon as 
they expected, and they began to look 
upon the “ Trnckes river” as a river of the 
mind, a flowing fiction. " Trnckee river” 
was for a time a frequent jest upon their 
lips, and when at last they reached the 
stream he described they had already 
named it. From “ Truckee river” to “ the 
Truckee” was a transition natural and easy.

charge of fleeing the State to defraud credit­ 
ors. 
Othcer Atwood was detailed to look up 
the facts and, if he could properly do si, take 
steps for his “ light-abouvface ” and return 
to Sacramento, 
By applying for information 
at the depot, it was soon asc- rtained from the 
ticket stub book that his ticket was for B s- 
ton. and th at he left on the Monday train, as 
before stated. This, by referring to the time­ 
table, would leave hi n still in Nevada, this 
side of AA ells. 
A telegram wa- accordingly 
sent a t once to Deputy Sheriff Conger, at 
AA .-lis, giving name and description of the 
jubilant fugitive, and requesting bis arrest 
upon arrival, and to re|x>rt the fact by tele­ 
graph, 
when

from

Governor would he forwarded for him. 
Upon his arrival at W ells ha was immedi­ 
ately arrested and taken from the train, and 
all of a sudden came to a realizing sense that 
although be was in the State »f Nevada, 
Sacram ento and his board bill through the 
telegraph and arm of the law still had an 
unpleasant auil embarrassing nearne-.s.

The report was very long and involved ex­ 
plicit instructions for teachers, a large num- 
b ;r of rules aud regulation) for conducting 
m onthly and other examinations, the methods 
of such examinations and the manner of in­ 
struction. 
The Board agreed th at the reports 
were excellent aud embodied many of the 
principles of the Quincy system. 
The report 
was finally adopted, the Board deciding upon 
the whole of the m ajority report. 
The re­ 
port was sent to print and may be yet some­ 
what amended. 
The B >ard discussed the question, and by 
general consent agreed th at boukkeeping need 
not be taught to such children as the parents 
derire not to pursue that study. 
Mr. Rowell, of the Sacramento Gram mar 
School, astonished the Board by an oral re­ 
port, in which be stated that he found a rule 
in existence by which pupils who have been 
two years in any given grade shall be ad­ 
vanced to the next higher grade. 
U nder this 
rule he found ten scholars in his Bchool who 
are in grades for which they are unfitted and 
in which tkey cannot keep place. 
Oae of 
these, a boy, in the first grade, has not had a 
solitary lesson. 
In some cases this is the re­ 
sult of want of capacity; in others, w ant of 
information. O utof h is521 scholars there are 
41 th at ought to go into lower grades than 
those in which they 
now 
are, and 104 
th at cannot, he thinks, possibly pass and 
hould remain over in the grades where they 
now are. 
The presence oi the two-year 
scholars that are unable to go on with the 
grade demoralizes the other scholars and re­ 
tards their progress. 
Such scholars, kuowing 
of the rule, have no incentive to advance, as 
they know th at they will be advanced in 
grades any how. 
H e asked for a rule by 
which, under examinations, such scholars 
may he placed in the proper grade. 
Air. Hornblovver opposed the proposition 
because under the law the children of the 
jieople are entitled to be instructed. 
The 
Board can not furnish them brains. 
I t is no 
fault of Board, system or teachers th at the 
kind of children mentioned cannot do the 
work required of other children. 
The pro­ 
posed rule, also, will incline teachers to drop 
dull scholars, in order to make good records 
for their classes. 
H e called attention to the 
fact th at teachers had lately been blamed for 
failure of scholars to pass, and held responsi­ 
ble fur failure, and some such had been ad­ 
vanced thereafter under the rule. 
Mr. Tracy held th at the greatest good to 
the greateG num ber should be the rule ; th at 
the mass of the children do the work of the 
grades and ought not to be hindered by those 
lacking ability to go on. 
Mr. Griffitts thought it m ight be a good 
idea to get all such scholars into classes by 
themselves, where the competition will he 
equal. 
Mr. Landes thought an ungraded school 
would meet such cases. 
H e addressel the 
Board at length, taking much the same 
ground as did Mr. Hornblovver. 
Mr. Rowell said some of the pupils men­ 
tioned had been two years in the fifth

Offer was 
transferred to Kansas Conference ; Rev. Je n ­ 
kins AA’iiliamB to the Illinois Conference—all 
to t ike effect from the 1st of November. 
The Conference joined in singing :

Owing to the recent adoption of a new 
arithmetic, some modification of rule was 
found necessary to adapt the work this year 
to the new system, and therefore the follow­ 
ing was adopted : 
Rts dred, That during this 
school year, the Principals of the Sacra­ 
mento and Capital Gram mar schools shall be 
permitted by this BoarJ to use their discre­ 
tion concerning the work in arithm etic pre­ 
scribed in the course of study for their rev- 
eral grades. Miss M. A. AA'ay having changed 
her resilience to another locality resigned her 
position, and th : Board accepted it and 
ordered a certificate forwarded to her, indors 
ir.g her as a competent teacher, and one who 
gave entire satisfaction to the Sacramento 
department. 
The Superintendent filed his 
regular report reviewing the condition of the 
schools and school property, with recommend­ 
ations as to necessary improvements and 
repairs of property. 
The B ard resolved th at the rule he en­ 
forced requiring tuition fur pupils of non­ 
resident families to be paid in advance, and 
those pupils whose parents do not pay or 
show eau3e to the Board shall be suspended 
from the schools. 
I t was stated that over 
$100 is now due the city from parents of chil­ 
dren jierfectly able to pay, anil that the Board 
never refuses to adm it non-resident children 
of those parents who are too poor to pay 
tuition. 
The Board ordered advertisements for bids 
for 125 cords of wood. 
All m atters of repairs were referred to the 
Committee on Repairs. 
Ordered, th at the Board issue certificates 
and renew certificates for all teachers recom­ 
mended by the city Board of Examiners. 
The Board then adjourned.

The M ex'can B in d lts—S tatem ent o f 
of T h eir N um ber, 
T ucson, A ugust 25th.—D eputy U nited 
States M arshal Evans returned on Tuesday 
night from Arivica, where he went to arrest 
the Mexican followers of Reyes, there held 
in custody by a D eputy Sheriff. 
H e com­ 
manded two men to bring the nine prisoners 
to Tucson. 
They arrived tills evening a t 5 
o’clock, and were a t once escorted to jail, 
where they remained until half-pa«t 6, when 
eight of them were sent to F .u t Lowell fur 
safe-keeping. Captain T aleo Greaetogeua re­ 
maining in the custody of M arshal Evans. 
On the arrival of the prisoners a Sfrtr reporter 
called at the jail and interviewed Captain 
Gresetogena, aud found him well educated, 
speaking French ami English quite fluently, 
and a gentleman who seems to have been en­ 
tirely carried away by his political convic­ 
tions. 
The Captain sa id : 
Keyes and about tiiirtv men, ravsetf included, left 
Tucson on the 5th inst., for Sonora. The first place 
we arrived at was Agua Sarca, where Reyes got 
twenty- horses which he had engaged. 
We there 
met L. t\ . Townc, of Boston. At San Ignacio we 
m ide Rancho Rivera a prisoner, and captured all 
the arms in the town ; thence went to Magdalena, 
where Colonel Iley es levied a tax of 94,500. Pancho 
Rivera was hire liberated, and all his property re­ 
turned to him. 
lie should not have been so well 
treated, as he killed one of our men, who had been 
left behind sick on a ranch, by bringing him out 
of bed and shooting turn. 
From Magdalena lie 
went to Altar. There I believe Reves raised some 
more money, though ive have no evidence of it, as 
lie never accounted to us or gave us a cent. 
We 
then started to Piliqpito, and heard that there were 
one hundred and fifty National troops iu the vicinity, 
which 
we 
went 
out 
to 
meet 
‘ ‘ 
hut 
failed 
to 
find th m. 
We returned _ 
daybreak. Reyes then wanted to await the Govern­ 
ment troops, hut as we were discouraged by his 
failure in fulfilling his promises, having engaged his 
Word to get us arms, ammunition and provisions, 
aud only twenty out of the sixty of us had arms, 
we refused to fight, and agreed Pi return to Arizona. 
We left f ir Tombstone ill the forenoon, and at 3 >-. 
.w. were told that the enemy was coming, so we were 
ordered to march to .“-'aseaba, just on the Sonora 
line. 
As we gut down there the enemy fired upon 
us. 
Tin of our armed men took possession of the 
hill and fought a few minutes, when Reyes ordered 
a 
retreaL

us 
for 
over 
nine 
miles. 
The 
next 
day 
we 
crossed 
the 
Hue 
and 
saw 
about 
thirty 
men on a hill about 100 yards distant. They did 
not shout hut hailoocd at us. Two miles further, 
while taking a rest, we concluded to scatter in thir­ 
ties of two and three. 
When about nine miles in 
t'nited States territory these same men overtook us 
again and opened fire. Just then we met an Amer­ 
ican and Portuguese in a wagon, who said we were 
ou American soil. One man got on the wagon and 
handed his arms to the owner, who drove off with 
him. The Nationals fired upon the wagon, which 
stopped. They claimed the man, but the American 
refused to give him up, so they contented them­ 
selves by taking the Mexican’s arms and property. 
When we at last reached Dr.' Wilbur’s place we told 
the ladies that u-e were couqielled th enter the house 
to protect numelves, which we did, and after a while 
I sent a messenger to Sheriff Elliott at Arivaca, and 
when he came we gave ourselves up. The Nationals 
made three of our men prisoners on American terri­ 
tory, about ten miles from the Soi ora border. 
They are Arnadu Oj da, Oarios Cableron and Felipe 
Salsado. 
We claim that we i ever went to Sonora 
with any filibusterin' i iews, and killed no peaceable 
citizens. 
We went to support General Ramirez's 
plan for the overthrow of tae Diaz Government, in­ 
tended no robbery or levying of contributions. 5Ve 
collected nothing from anyone, tiiough Reyes got 
money. 
He paid us hut one month’s pay, and dis­ 
appointed us in hi- promises of arms and provisions. 
I can’t tell what I think oí Reyes. He ivas proba* 
bly raising the money he levied the tax for to bui 
weapons, hut lie disappointed us. 
The prisoners, though sent to Lowell, are 
not placed iu charge of the m ilitary, but re­ 
main in the custody of U nited States M ar­ 
shal Evans. 
I t is probable tliat they will be 
examined by the I’. S. Commissioner, Eieut. 
\V. H . Carter, of the Sixth C avi’ry, who had 
been put at the disposal of the U . S. .Mar­ 
shal.

THE DECISION OF THE GOVERNOR. 
T he G overnor here (3 P. M.) announced th a t 
his m ind was m ade up, b u t he preferred to 
p u t his thoughts on paper. 
In one hour he 
w ould read his views. 
H e instantly, and evi­ 
d ently in great agitation, retired to hi3 private 
office and looked him self in. 
T he crowd 
m elted into the halls and in knots and groups 
talked over the case. 
A t 4 P. M. th e G ov­ 
ernor returned to the m ain office. 
H is coun­ 
tenance indicated the g reat struggle going on 
in his m ind. 
H e retained his com posure w ith 
great difficulty, and as he read the last lines 
of his m anuscript, com m uting th e sentence to 
im prisonm ent 
for 
life, his voice faltered, 
he choked up 
and was scarcely able to 
enunciate. 
In sta n tly on pronouncing the last 
word he threw down the paper and rushed 
from the room shaken w ith em otion. 
H e 
cam e back in about five m iuutes, however, 
som ew hat com posed, and 
began to open 
and atten d to his private correspondence. 
M r. H aym ond w ent up to him and stated 
th a t he was en tirely satisfied. 
I t was all 
he had desired— tim e—for the tru th to be 
m ade know n. 
H ad he been G overnor, he 
should have done exactly w hat G overnor 
Perkins had done. 
H e m ade the sam e ex­ 
pression to friends of S prague, aud rem inded 
them th a t he had told them beforehand 
th a t such a com m utation w ould be satis- 


T he G ovem oi’s decision on the application 
was in these w ords : 
_ 
T he history of the case under considera­ 
tion has been fam iliar to m e since the com ­ 
m ission cf the atrocious c rim e ; and I, w ith 
all other good citizens, desired th a t law and 
order should prevail, and crim e receive its 
ju st punishm ent. 
A t the tim e of the trial of Sprague, Curlee, 
L o rd and C hurchill, I w atched it w ith m uch 
int<-rest, and feel th a t if one w as g uilty they 
all were, and th a t all who took p a rt in the 
fiendish m urder should receive th e punish­ 
m ent it deserves. 
T h at all of th e parties accused have been 
acq uitted or discharged, excepting Sprague, 
should not, I th in k , have any influence w ith 
the G overnor in determ ining if this is a 
proper case for E xecutive clem ency. 
T he charge of counsel th a t the defendant 
has been deprived of his legal rights through 
the prejudice or bias of th e Ju d g e who pre­ 
sided a t th e trial, if true, I th in k there m ust 
be a w ay to correct, by a proper petition 
addressed, or affidavit presented to a higher 
legal tribunal, as I cannot believe th a t ju s­ 
tice in any C ourt of this com m onw ealth can 
he so far shorn of its robes of honor and 
right, th a t a legal technicality can be p er­ 
m itted to deprive a citizen of his life. 
T he g reat question th en presented to m y 
m ind to aid me in arriving a t a ju st d eter­ 
m ination of the case is, H as there been auy 
iinpeachm ent of the w itnesses, or new evidence 
developed since th e trial th a t would, in m y 
judgm ent, have induced th e ju ry to render a 
different verdict had the facts been show n to 
them a t th a t tim e ? 
T he three m ost im p o rtan t witnesses on the 
p art of the S tate were Brow n, H ickerson 
and Jones. 
T he action of B row n and H ick ­ 
erson and th eir testim ony appears som ew hat 
inconsistent as review ed a t this tim e. 
B ut 
as it has not been fully im peached, and is the 
sam e as it w ent to the jury> we cannot doubt 
b u t they gave it all the consideration th eir 
oath dem anded. 
T he testim ony, however, of 
Jo nes has since been declared by him to have 
been suborned am i false in every particular. 
Counsel on behalf of the S tate have endeav­ 
ored to show th a t Jo n es’ first statem ent about 
th e Sprague case was true, and th a t he re­ 
canted only w hen his own personal safety 
was assured, and then it was done for the 
purpose of saving his associates in crim e. 
Be this as it m ay, I believe it m y d u ty to 
i oasider w hat effect his conflicting testim ony 
would have had upon the ju ry had it been 
pre.-ented to them . 
F ive m em bers of the 
ju ry who tried the case signed a petition 
praying for E xecutive clem ency in tbe case ; 
afterw ards nine of the ju ry signed another 
m em orial saying th a t those of them who had 
. 
signed the petition did so because of an ap ­ 
enque, when he cam e to sentence, said he i ,,ea] uiade by the friends of the piisoner to

T he other three m em bers who were 
upon th e ju ry have eith er rem ained silent or 
have stated “ th a t w ithout th e testim ony of 
Jo n es th e ju ry could not have arrived a t the 
conclusion they did, and had Jo n es’ true char­ 
acter been know n Pi th e ju ry hi* statem ents 
would not have h ad the w eight of a feather 
in th eir deliberations, and the probabilities 
a: e th a t S prague w ould have been to-day a 
f ee m an.” 
T he detective who worked up th e case and 
m aterially aided in procuring th e affidavit of 
H ickerson. states th a t since it has come t j hi* 
knowledge th a t while H ickerson was a m em ­ 
ber of th e G rand J u ry he was in the posses­ 
sion of the alleged confession of S prague to 
him , he now questions the truthfulness of 
H ickerson's statem ent, and has grave doubts 
as P> th e guilt of Sprague.

P etitions have also been received from

W hile 1 have given all of these petitions a 
respectful hearing and csreful consideration, 
I have endeavored to be guided in m y con­ 
clusions by the evidence on tran scrip t before 
me.
